Crooked Disciples. 

Curved or waving lines may be essential to nat- 
ural beauty, as some philosophers have asserted ; 
but this is not true respecting the beauty of moral 
character. Moral beauty is always connected 
with the idea of straight, unbending conformity 
to the great and unchangeable rule of moral con- 
duct, which is the will of God. 

There are such beings in our world as are nam- 
ed at the head of this article. ‘They would be 
beautiful objects, and some of them very beautiful 
if tlie moral curve was as graceful as the natuial. 
But it is not. A curve in moral character is a 
blemish—and is as bad for the gracefulness of the 
soul, as a curve of the spine for that of the body.

The Delay of Conversion. 

“Felix trembled and answered, Go thy way for 
this time; when I have a convenient season, I will 
call for thee.” Acts xxiv. 25. 

Who that has turned over the pages of the New 
Testament, is not fully convinced that one of the 
most ordinary effects of the Apostolic administra- 


tion of the gospel was to alarm the fears of men— 
to excite uneasiness respecting their dangerous | 


condition, and to impress the mind very deeply 
with a sense of its necessitous circumstances. 


Immediately afier the new dispensation was 


fully introduced, and the twelve disciples had re- 
ceived every promised and necessary qualifica- 
tion, for the successful prosecution of the objects 
of their future mission, they entered upon their 
great work by a system of powerful and untiring 
effort, to convince and convert a ruined world. 
And what was the effect of their labor. On the 
day of Pentecost, under the influence of a single

thee. And many other sinners have been con- 
victed of sin, who have never been converted to 
God. This is peculiarly the case, during the 
times of revival. How many are there apparent- 
ly awakened toa lively sense of impending dan- 
ger during such seasons, who afterwards evince 
more alarming carelessness and desperate wicked- 
ness than before. And how many have under 
such circumstances gone down to death—eternal 
death ! 

It will therefore be the single object of the pres- 
ent discourse, to ENQUIRE WHY IT IS THAT AWA- 
KENED SINNERS DELAY REPENTANCE !—WHY THEY 
DO NOT SUBMIT THEIR HEARTS TO GOD IMMEDIATE- 
Ly! 

It would really seem that there ought to be some 
good reasons why sinners postpone this matter ; 
and if we shall find out those reasons, some may 
perhaps be profited by this discussion. 

I. Is this delay occasioned by the unreasona- 
bleness of God’s commandments ? 

Now it must be acknowledged that if the com. 
mandments of God are unreasonable in their na- 
ture, then the sinner is excusable for delaying 
obedience. Nay, he is at liberty to disregard ev- 
ery unreasonable requisition altogether. But let 
us see if there is any such defect in the divine 
commands, 

What then are the commands of God which we 
are bound to obey ? 

1. God commands us to love him with all our 
heart, soul, might, mind and strength ;—and is 
this an unreasonable commandment? Has he 
created us, and preserved our lives, and loaded us 
with his bounties, and shall we not love him in re- 
turn? Who does not feel then that to love God is 
a reasonable duty ? 

2. He commands us to love our neighbor as 

we love ourselves;—and is this unreasonable ? 
Are our fellow men bone of our bone, and flesh of 
our flesh; from the same creating hand with 
ourselves, and destined to the same endless 
eternity, and shall we not love them? Moreover, 
do we not know that just in proportion to our love 
to God and our love to our neighbor, is the degree 
of our happiness? Show me the man that loves 
God most perfectly, and I will show you the most 
perfectly happy man. Suppose that every body 
loved you as you love yourself, would it not make 
you much happier than you noware? And if 
you loved everybody as you love yourself,would it 
not make them a great deal happier than they now 
are? And whatisit, I ask, that constitutes the 
perfect bliss of glorificd spirits, but that they love 
God with all their heart, and kindred spirits as 
they love themselves? If then, the exercise of 
this principle of benevolence towards God and to- 
wards men, makes us so happy, it cannot be an 
unreasonable requisition. 

But you may ask, if there are no other com: 
mandments to be observed, than those just men- 
tioned. Lanswer,yes. ‘lo these two great com. 
mandments, the Lord has superadded other two, 
viz.—RePenTance Towarps Gop; anp Farrnu 
rm ovr Lowp Jesus Cunist.

STEAM-.BOAT DISASTER. 

Last night as the steamboat South America, Capt. Brain- 
ard, was on her passage up the river, an accident occurred 
which reduced the machinery of the boat nearly to a wreck, 
and severely injured several of the passengers. The fol- 
lowing particulars may be relied upon: 

When about two miles above Poughkeepsie, at about 
half. past twelve, the boat being under her usual steam and 
full headway, the shaft broke, and the connecting machine- 
ry giving way, the piston was forced through the cylinder, 
both in its downward and upward motion, scattering the 
fragments of machinery in different directions and with 
great force, and discharging the steem into the gangway 
and cabin. All was confusion for the moment. Passen. 
gers jumped from the berth, or not thinking to envelope 
themselves in the bedcloihes, (which some had the presence 
of mind to do,) encountered the vapor, and were, in the
